Editorials 
THE FARMERIS AT WAR 
In tiny hamlet and thriving village over the 
whole of Western Canada the heavy hand of 
war is being felt in ever increasing weight. 
Time was when the rural districts were 
looked upon asa haven of peace and quiet, 
untouched by the bustling turmoil of the 
business of waging war. It was often cbharg- 


ed that country districts were not alive to 
necessity of action like the city districts were. 


The very nature of this war has changed all 
that. Man for man, dollar for dollar, woman 
for woman and stitch for stitch the rural 
districts are more than doing their share in 
war contribution, One has only to look to 
the records of Champion, Carmangay and 
Barons and the thousands of other small rural 
towns to see the immensity of their war sf- 
fort. Hardly a young man left in the dis. 
tricts; Victory Loans greatly oversubscribed; 
thousands of peices of Red Cross work ship- 
ped to war fronts. In simple words, every 
demand more than met, and a willingness and 
eagerness to meet any further demands that 
might be made.
